Like many other illegal atiya 
vessels, it was intercepted by the 
Royal Navy and its passengers were 
sent to detention camps on Cyprus. 
That 's where Kliger, today a senior 
Yediot Aharonot journalist, wanted 
to join the object of his affections. - 
What better way could there be, 
he thought, than to sail on one of the 
rickety allya boats himself. The way 
things were going, chances were that 
he would soon find himself in Cyp- 
tus, he reckoned optimtatieal, 
Since his Aliya Bet bosses in Bel- ' 
gium refused to let him leave, he ran 
off and macle his way to Marseilles. 
He knew where to go. There were 
many transit camps operated by 
Aliya Bet in southem France at that 
lime as the French in those days were 
well-disposed to the Zionist causo.

Most of the Exodus crew, includ- 
ing Hamburger and Aharonowitz, 
were not there. As was the practice 
with Aliya Bet ships, the Exodus was 

rovided with special hiding-places 
‘or the crew. They disembarked 
under cover of darkness und dis- 
appeared to avoid arrest and pro- 
secution. The Hagana men were 
never Lo be identified as such to the 
British. 

Upon urrival in Haifa, Grauel, in 
fact, as part of a diversionary move, 
tried to pass himself off as captain. 
The Brilish let him go when they 
learned that he wasn't even Jewish. 

One Hagana man, however, was 
always assigned to accompany the 
deportees, and in this case he was 
Hamburger’s deputy, Micha 
(“Gad”) Perry, whose real identity. 
of course, remained hidden. Also 
along were three American crew 
members for whom there wasn’t 
room for concealment on the Ex- 
odus. Kliger found himself in their 
company in the crowded deck-top 
cage of the Empire Rival. He 
assumed he was about to reach his 
real destination - Cyprus and love. 

But the trip seemed to be taking 
too long, and the American seamen 
warned that, from all the signs the 
British seemed not to be headed for 

Cyprus but back to Europe. P 
“Gad then appointed a delegation 
of three, including myself and one of 
the Americans, to go and ask the 
captain. After a while he received us 
and informed us that we indeed 
weren't bound for Cyprus but were 
being taken back to France. 

“Gad paled at the news,” Kilger 
reminisces. “It.was obvious that we 
were not the only ones with special 
plans for the Exodus. The British 
thought to use us to break Aliya Bet 
once and for all by taking us back 
where we came from and not to 
Cyprus, from which escape was 
possible and which was 8 hop-and-a- 
skip from Haifa. ὥς E 

“On the Empire Rival our spon- 
taneous, purely demonstrative, 


reaction was to launch a 24-hour 
hunger strike, which was so com- 
plete that even pregnant women re- 
fused nourishment. We also decided 
that we would both get off the ship.” 


THE HAPLESS passengers had no 
way of knowing that they had 
already become world news. But 
what bothered the Aliya Bet men in 
the Empire Rival cage was that there 
was no way of coordinating a re- 
sponse with the other two ships. 

“We were unsure about how they 
would react if the other ships 
reached shore before us. If their 
people disembarked, then our whole 
sacrifice would have been in vain. It 
was then that [ suggested lo Gad.that 
one of us ‘fall overboard.” 

. The other two ships were just 
behind the Empire Rival, and the 
chances were that one of them would 
pick up the man in the water. Then at 
least the response of two of the three 
boats would be coordinated, and, 
with two out of three, we would 
stand a fighting chance," Kliger ex- 
plains. 

Gad finally opted for the idea for 
lack of any other viable scheme. But 
he also suggested that Kliger volun- 
teer.

The minesweeper was 
sent instead.” 

A day later, with all of the Mer- 
maid’s officers lined up and saluting 
him on the bridge, and with the 
captain wishing him and his people 
well, Kliger was sent back to the 
Empire Rival. 


STILL WITH NO contact among 
the three boats carrying the Ex- 
odus's original passengers, they 
reached Port Du Bouc, ‘near 
Marseilles. The French refused to 
allow the ships into their territorial 
waters, but with dozens of journal- 
ists rushing towards them on smalt 
motor-boats, the caged travellers 
could for the first time comprehend 
the stir they had caused worldwide. 
True to his sportsman's image, Kli- 
ger shouted down to ask who won 
the Tour de France. His question 
became the main headline for one of 


ships. 


“Under British pressure, the 
French finally agreed to offer all the 


passengers usylum in their country, 


but only if they volunturily chose to 
accept il. Teams of high-ranking 
French government officials 
boarded each of the boats separately 
and addressed the passengers. 
Because of my fluent French, I wus 
chosen as the spokesman who would 
Teject the offer,” Kliger recounts. 
“But L had not yet managed to step

“From what he said, there was no 
doubt in our minds that he was about 
to accept the offer, Gad and I didn’t 
know how to shut him up. The 
damage he was about to do was 
immeasurable. No doubt he would 
be a catalyst for others who could be 
tempted to opt for the French lure. 
Our hearts kept skipping beats while 
he was extolling French culture and 
democracy, the French liberté, cguli- 
té et fraternité," Kliger chuckles. 
“When he finished his verbose 
appreciation of the French contribu- 
tion to civilization, be started to 
thank the French government pro- 
fusely for its*generous humanitarian 
gesture." 

“But just as we thought he would 
utler the words we dreaded, he said: 
“Yet despite all this, we will not go 
down ta your shores. We will not 
leave this ship to go anywhere but to 
our own homeland.’ The throng on 
the desk burst into ecstatic applause 
and another emotional Hatikva, 

Similar scenes took place on the 
other two boats. The British kept 
their 4,500 captives in the narrow 
confines of the cages and the suffo- 
cating holds below decks for [9 days 
in the hotlest summer recorded in 
southern France till that time. 

But despite this, only some 30 
dropouts finally decided to dis- 
embark in France. Another 100 pas- 
sengers were sent off by the Hagana, 
either because they were ill, or be- 
cause — like Kliger, the three Amer- 
icans and others -- the Hagana was 
sending them to get other illegal 
ships ready. Many pregnant women 
refused the orders to be evacuated. 


EPILOGUE. At the end of August, 
1947, the British escorted the three 
prison ships to Hamburg and there. 
one by one, British troops dragged 
off the would-be olim. The weary 
refugees, who had seen Haifa from 
afar, were again in German DP . 
camps, from which many escaped 
back to Marseilles and to the illegal 
aliya route. 

The vast majority of the Exodus's 
original passenger-list reached Eretz 
Yisrael and are still here, as are 
many of the American crew mem- 
bers. 

Exodus, the boat, remained igno- 
miniously abandoned in a corner of 
Haifa Port, for several years. Even- 
tually, it was decided to tow the 
dilapidated vessel to the open sea, 
where, it disappeared beneath the 
waves forever like so much dis- 
carded trash. 

Kliger never made it to Cyprus. His 
reached Israel less than a year after 
he got off the Empire Rival. In any 
case, his girlfriend didn’t wait for 
him. She married another man in

According fo passengers an the 
ship, British Navy destroyers, which 
atl been shadawing the Exodus for 
Suni time, rammed und boarded the 
ship outside Palestine’s territorial wa- 
ters. The {πέθιμεῖς and crew fought 
back with everything they had — in- 
cluding “stew jets, oil fuel, potatoes 
aud kasher corn beef." 

The battered ship surrendered and 
entered Haifa harbour, where the 
grim procedure of transferring its 
pathetic cargo, suffering from inin- 
ger, thirst and heat exhaustion, to 
other vessels, lasted almost 12 hours. 
Three deaths and dozens of casualties 
resulted from the battle on board 
ship, . 

The government's iuention was te 
deport the refugees to their port of 
departure in’ France, but when the 
Passengers, with a few exceptions, 
refused to disembark at Port de 
Bouc, they were taken to Hamburg, 
within the British occupation zone in 


Germany, and removed from the 
ship. 


The Exadus coming against the 
background of inconclusive negotia- 
dons over the future of Palestine and 
increasing acts of terror, and retalia- 
tion by the British authorities, was 

* only one of many ships turned away 
from Palestine. Yet, the obduracy of 
the British, the, Protracted suffering af 
the refugees and thelr forced return to 
Germuny had α profound effect on 
world opinion and was undoubtedly 
a factor in the British decision to give 
up the Mandate, 

Rosh Hashana, which fell that 
year on Monday, September 15, was

A refugee ship, Exodus 1947, was 
last night approaching Haifa port, 
shadowed by British warships.

A British press releuse later in the

The reporters themselves telt of 
Steel-helmeted soldiers of the Sher- 
wood Foresters having to go aboard 
to silence the Jews singing hymns; of 
nen and some women and children 
resisting, clinging to the ship's rails; 
of the steel-tipped truncheons being 
applied; of « group of about 30 
young refugees struggling for half- 
uu-hour before they could! he over- 
come und dragged across the gang- 
way; of One man, whose head was 
bleeding and who tried to show his 
wounds to journalists, being hustled 
off the quayside by soldiers who 
rushed to surround him. 

All but five minutes of the hour's 
lime limit given the deportees to 
leave the ship without force passed 
in grim silence.

ALL ABOARD AGAIN 


Greer Fay Cashman describes the 
reunion of Exodus survivors 


FOR ALMOST 40 years, Yossi 
Harel and [ke Aharonowitz, the 
commander and captain respective- 
ly of the Exodus, have burely been 
on speaking terms. The strained re- 
lationship dates back to the time 
when they were at loggerheads over 
whether or not to surrender to the 
British. 

Last week, they more or less bur- 
ied the hatchet when they got to- 
gether with some of the survivors of 
the famous ship to reminisce for Is- 
tael ‘Television audiences about 
what it was like on board and about 
the agonies of decision-making in 
view of the prevailing 
circumstances, 

The programme, which was 
filmed at the Herzliya Studios, will 
be broadcast in two segments on the 
first and second nights of Rosh 
Hashana. 

More thun 300 Exodus survivors 
were interviewed during the two- 
month period prior to filming, to 
determine who would appear in the 
NIS 25,000 production. 

“It was important that they speak 
well and have something interesting 
to. say," replied producer Dahlia 
Gutman when asked what deter- 
mined the final selection. 

She and other members of an ITV 
research team travelled all over the 
country to conduct interviews with 
the aim of putting together a story 
which combined pluck, persever- 
ence and nostalgia, told by people 
who had both witnessed and Played 
8 part in a significant moment in 
Jewish history,

Merman, flew in for the reunion 
from his home in Boston. He is a 
regular visitor to Israel and has 
stayed in touch with some of his 
shipboard buddies. Merman, who 
still has a bullet sear on his jaw, 
recalled how after his discharge 
from the U.S. Navy, he had met up 
with a friend who had asked him 
whether he was interested in going 
to Palestine to help blow up British 
tanks and boats, 

Merman thought his friend was a 
little crazy, but then he got hooked 
on the idea of illegal immigration. 
Of the erew recruited in the U.S. for 
the mission in which he participated, 
there were nine men who had never 
been to sea “and the-rest hnd never 
seen anything bigger than a row- 
boat." 

The all-American crew numbered 
34 men. Merman and three other 
Americans were captured by the 
British, but xs he had no identity 
Papers, Merman was subsequently 
deported back to the United States. 
The Exodus, he remarked after the 
filming of the television pro- 
gramme, was one of 1(} illegal immi- 
grant ships manned by Americans. 

Avraham Cooperberg of Ramat 
Chen, who had been a child on the 
Exodus, had not seen Merman in 40 
years, but recognized the tall, strong 
man immediately.

The modern development of industry, 
which is based on the stunning scientific ae 
vances of this century, has mude nonsense of 
much political theary. 

The political predictions of Karl Marx were 
made on the basis of an industrial society us he 
knew it, notes the scientist. Marx did not 
forsee modern technology and its effect on 
industrial development. The modern proletar- 
iat does not have much of an “appetite for 
revolution.” 

In most modern societies, says Feldman, 
political parties have similar visions of the 
future. Differences between left and right 
have become blurred. Decisions are based less 
on ideology and more on the scientific and 
technical aspects of ench case. : 

Tf that is so, how can politicians gather and 
assess infarmation to ennble them to make the 
right decisions? Alter all, science is sa depart- 
menlalized today that most of us cun’t even 
understand the title of a seientific piper. 

Most scientific advances ure not really so 
difficult to understand. replies Feldman, To 
the layman, it may look as if science has 

. become fragmented inte speciatized Segments 
that are understoad only by small groups of 
experis, and as if ne one has the full picture: 
but this is a simplistic view. In fact, the acg- 
ments overlap each other. The most exviling 
discoveries of modern svience are the result of 
integration. 

“In biology, we have-miade dramatic ad- 
vances beyond our wildest drean Feldman 
declares. “Today we cnn isolate an individual 
gehe, examine its. structure, and understand 
its development. It ht louk specialized, but 
in fact itis the result of αὶ multi-disciplinary 
approach." :

ISRAEL. DID not suffer a significant scientific 
brain-drain during, its first three decades, 
maintains Feldman. Almost all the European 
countrics lost many of their best brains to the 
U.S. in the past 20 years, he notes. Britain, 
Sweden, Holland and Italy saw hundreds of 
their top young scientists crossing the Adan- 
tic. France and Israel were the exceptions, 

French scientists apparently felt themselves 
so rooted in their cultural traditions that they 
refused the opportunity to earn salaries dou- 
ble what they could carn at home. 

Israeli scientists, who can eam five tlnes as 
much in America, did not leave because, “we 
were excited by the prospect of building a new 
society, a cultural and scientific centre for the 
Jewish people.” 

This vision was sufficiently attractive to 
keep Israeli scientists at home -- at least until 
about five years ago. Since then, Says Feld- 
man, disturbing signs of a iocal brain-drain 
shave surfaced. Numbers of young scientists 
have been staying abroad, not because they 
want to, but because Israel is no longer pro- 
viding the right environment for their 
development. om: 

“This is a burning problem,” he warns, 
“Unless science is placed far higher on our 
scale of national priorities, the brain-drain will 
increase and the level of science will decrease, 
with a negative cffect on the nature, contents 
and spirit of Israeli society.” 

Isn't this inevitable? Can a smut] country 
like Israel ever compete with the U.S.? 

“We can decrease the gap,” maintains the 
Weizmann Institute scientist. “Existing trends 
cau be reversed, It is a question of Priorities. 
We cannot compete where the equipment 
needed is vastly expensive, but we ean con 
pete in the fleld of original ideas and innova- 
tive thinking. There are certain areas where 
we can -- and should -- be making 
investments." 

Feldmun_ himself is engaged in cancer re- 
search, trying to discover why cancer cells 
spread from one part of the hody to another. 
“A surgeon deals with a breast cancer only to 
find it has meanwhile generated new areas of 
growth in the brain and tuhgs,” he explains. 
“If only we could Inhibit this spreading pro- 
cess, we would be making ἃ considerable 
advance. heats ΄

Prof. Arye Dvuretzky 
(current president of the Weizmann Institute) 
headed a committee on this subject sume 
yeurs ago, but very little was done about his 
recommendations, 

In Japan, notes Feldman, the sularies of 
science teachers have been increased. Possibly 
Israel should do something similar. Many pu- 
pils are moving away from the so-called “hard 
Subjects" like mathematics, physics and na- 
tural sciences. An effort must be made to 
attract them back, : 

He recalls that several years ‘ago, when he 
was visiting Uruguay, the local education min- 
ister requested a special meeting with him in 
order to ask how Israel had been so successful 
in encouraging its students to study science. 

“He could not ask that today.” says Feld- 
man ruefully. “The quality of teaching has 
deteriorated and, as a consequence, the quan- 


tity and quality of the students has 
decreased.” 


ONE OF the problems, thinks Feldman, is 
that Israeli universities, like those of Europe, 
were designed for a scholarly elite, but have 
been opened to large numbers of students, 
This country should try to develop a college 
system, similar to that in the U.S, 

There university lecturers teach from six to 
eight hours per week, devoting the rest of 
their time to research. Most first-degree stu- 
dents, however, do not need the exposure to 
research that a university affords. They should 
be taught in colleges where teachers are hired 
for teaching, and consequently tench 18 hours 
per week. 

Reforming the universities if this way 
would save an enormous amount of money, 
which could be invested in modern, sophisti- 
cated equipment and improving the level of 
research, according to Feldman. 

He does not see any of the universities 
agreeing to give up their present status to 
become colleges; but each university could 
establish a college, where first-degree students 


- could study. 


“I know that this proposal will not be popu- 
lar with the university establishments," admits 
Feldman. “tt is far easier to formulate than to 
implement, byt I sincerely believe it is neces- 
sary if we want to have enough money for 
higher education and to maintain an advanced 
socicty." ; :

WHAT ABOUT the dangers inherent in mv- 
der science, Task. Isn't Feldman worried 
about developments such as aenetic 
engineering? 

First of all, replies the hiologist, there are 
huge benefits to be gained from Benetic engin- 
cering, both in the fight against disease and in 
increasing the world's fond supply, 
Ν With regard to the dangers, it is the scien- 
tists themselves who have heen the first to 
point them out, and to suggest ways of con- 
trol. This only serves to reinforce Feldman's 
point about the necd for scientists to receive a 
broad education so that they will be fully 
aware of the moral implications of their 
discoveries. 
~ He does not believe that the current genera- 
tion of scientists is more narrow-minded than 
his own, but he stresses the need for them ta 
have “an even broader knowledge." 

Modern medicine keeps alive peuple who in 
the past would have dicd. The elderly, the 
sick, victims of war and accidents are able to 
live longer taday. Often, however, the quality 
of their lives is poor. This raises moral issues 
that have not been faced previously, Who, for 
example, decides whether to terminate a preg- 
nancy if the embryo is suffering from ἃ con 
genital disease? 

In the U.S. the Hastings Institute has heen 
established in New York State to consider 
these very questions and to prepare teaching 
Programmes on them for medical schools. 
This is a universal problem, notes Feldman, 
and he would like to see Israel involving itself 
in it. 

Certainly moral and spiritual leaders have 
something to say on the matter, he allows, but 
most of Israel's religious leaders do not seem 
to be concerned with moral issues. They are 
too busy running the religious establishment. 
He would be delighted if Israel's leading rab- 
bis would speak out on such questions. 

‘There is no conflict between science and the 
Tora, in Feldman’s opinion. They deal with 
different matters. It is no use looking for 
scientific truths in the Tora. It is 2 holy book -- 
not a science book. = cnt 

“Science as such is indifferent to morality, 
he states. “You can’t dispute a scientific truth 
Cnce il has been proved. The spced of light is 
the speed of light; it isn't open to discussion. 
On the other hand, we ure corfmanded to 
debate and discuss moral issues.” 

Nevertheless, says Feldman, there are two 
important scientific principles, which have 
moral implications: One is that science can 
only advance if the scientist tells the whole 
truth to his colleagues; the other is that per- 
sonal authority is not supreme. ᾿ 

“If a scientist does not disclose his disco- 
very,” he notes, “il is us if that discovery has 
not been made. He has no alternative to tell- 
ing the whole truth. Secondly, a discovery that 
can be proved must he accepted -- even if it 
goes against the opinion of the most eminent 
man in science." 

Feldman remarks that he doesn't know any 
other facet of life where this principle upplies- 

“Does the lawyer tell the whole truth to the 
court?” he asks. “Does the cubinet minister 
tell the whole truth to the public? Can an 
ian challenge the author- 
ity of a senior political leader?” : 

He makes a point about George Orwell's 
novel /984; “The study of natural sciences was 
forbidden in Oceania, Orwell's fictitivus fu- 
ture super-power. An exception was made 
only for weapons research. [1 is a point that 


“many people do not notice when they read the 
novel,” 


Orvell never states explicitly why it is for- 
bidden, notes Feldman, but it is obvious: Pro- 
aress in scientific research depends on telling 
the whole truth. This is incompatible with a 
totalitarian regime, which is based on concéul- 
ing the truth from the people. πε 

“So,” he concludes, “apart from being in- 
terested in scientific research for its own sake.

The firm's machines, 
imported from Germany, are pro- 
grammed by disc to do Hebrew or 
Latin lettering, and can be pro- 
grammed for virtually any design. 
For instance, a dise with a company 
or organization emblem can be 
made to order for NiS 100.

If it's up 
to four letters, the name is included 
in the price of the towel -- NIS 25 for 
hand-towels, NIS 35 for bath-towels 
and NIS 45 for beach-towels, Each 
additional letter is NIS 3.

GEPPETTO,named after the father 
of Pinocchio, is apparently Israel's 
first-ever shup for marionettes, just 
opened on the other side of Dizen- 
goff Centre, Gate 4, second floor. ΠῚ 
didn't even have its name up yet, 
but 1 spotted the puppets hanging 
from their strings in the window and 
couldn't resist going in. Some years 
ago, one of my daughters decided 
she had to have a puppet on strings, 
and my mother had to send one 
‘from abroad, It was the same world- 
famous brand as the stock in the 
new shop, Pelham Puppets from 
England. 

The shop is the brainchild of an 
architect who immigrated in 1967 
from Morocco, Roger Derhy. He 
has opened with an impressive stock 
of some 70 figures, including ani- 
mals, Walt Disney characters, 
witches, policemen, even Scotsnien 
in kilts, Prices are fairly high -- most 
range from NIS 40 for marionettes 
about 23 centimetres tall and NIS 
100 for those half-a-metre tall, but 
go up to a whopping NIS 300 for the 
biggest ones. 

The average marionette has five 
pairs of strings and Derhy says it 
takes only a few minutes to learn 
how to operate them. The strings 
shouldn't get tangled if you put the 
puppets away carefully or, better 
yet, hang them on a hook on a wail. 
And in case of entanglement, these 
strings can casily be detached and 
straightened, Derhy told me. He 
hopes to start workshops in puppel- 
makirig, which he also does himself, 
and in puppet theatre. He will soon 
be selling a curtain for do-it-yourself 
marionette shows. 

For those who think they have the 
talent, the Geppetto shop is selling 
ventriloquist’s dummies, also from 
Pelham, at NIS 160. 


FLOWERS AND sweets are the 
traditional gifts for Rosh Hashana. 
But even flowers have a new twist 
this year, a kind of combination of 
“Say it with flowers” (the Interflore 
slogan) and “Diamonds are for- 
ever”. These are flowers which will 
not wilt on you: gold- and silver- 
painted artificial roses, which are all 


the rage, or so I was informed by the... 


Chava-Ya- gift-shop chain, which 
sells them. for NIS 2 to NIS 6, de- 
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Pending on size. These are not ex- 
clusive to Chava-Ya, however, ἢ dis- 
covered in my shopping tours. Théy 
can also be found in Class shops, 
and probably elsewhere too. 

People may consider gilded or 
silver roses either classy or gaudy, 
according to their tastes, so { would 
hesitate to bring them as a gift to 
anyone whose tastes I did not know. 
The world is divided into those who 
loathe artificial flowers and those 
who like them, At the risk of being 
classed a boor, I must confess to a 
fondness for good-quality artificials, 
especially silky ones. Cut flowers 
make me sneeze, require the bother 
of putting in a vase and changing the 
water; they block the view of diners 
across the table,.and, after a few 
days, dry up and Icave a foul-smeil- 
ing vase to wash. Potted plants are 
marginally better, except that they 
die on me. 


HOSTESSES WHO favour live 
flora in the house might like to re- 
ceive one of the new miniature Ja- 
panese-style Bonsai trees developed 
in Israel and being raised here pri- 
marily for export. A firm called 
Bonsai Israel, based at Moshav Bnei 
Zion, has succeeded in adapting the 
Japanese dwarf-tree method to Is- 
rael in such a way that il cuts the 
growing time significantly. The suc- 
cess is credited to Amnon Yusting 
and his Japanese wife Tomoko. Last 
year, the company exported 
$300,000 worth of mini-trees via 
Agrexco to Europe, and expects to 
quadruple that figure this year. 
Six varieties of Israeli-grown Bon- 
sai trees in Japanese ceramic pots 
are available locally this season -- at 
select plant nurseries and florist 
shops around the country. They sell 
for NIS 39 to NIS 49, and come with 
care directions, said to be very sim- 
ple. Bonsai dwarf trees are capable 
of living for decades in small pots -- 
. unless, of course, they have the bad 
luck to fall into my hands, which will 
shorten their life expectancy. 


BEWARE OF Greeks bearing gifts, 
they say, but what of gifts designed 
to look like Greek antiquities? A 
clock in the general shape of the 
Parthenon (I'm glad they told me 
what it was) in stark white painted 
wood, is offered this year at. the 
Matana gift-shop chain, which has 


just opened its fourth branch, at Ki- 
kar Hamedina in Tel Aviv. It is 
made by a firm called Right Angle 
House in Oxford, England, and sells. 
here for NIS 119 for the small size 
and N{S 199 for the larger version. 
With a touch of humour, the clock 
comes with a sitting manikin which 
can be placed at different points on 
the clock at the owner's whim. 
Clocks, incidentally, in all shapes 
and forms, are popular offerings al 
many of the fashionable gift shops 
this year. 


WONDROUS GIFTS of new sam- 
ple products arrive at my doorstep 
all the time, the latest from Italians, 
not Greeks, I shouldn't be surprised 
by anything any more, but a bottle 
of grape-seed oil caught me off 
guard. I had realized the vinegar 
component of my salad-dressing 
could come from grapes, but the oil? 

The process of making oil from 
the sceds of grapes is not ἃ new 
discovery, 1 was told by the im- 
porters, Vizel of Jerusalem. But in- 
terest in it has grown recently with 
the concern over cholesterol and the 
preference for oils which are po- 
lyunsaturated. This one contains no 
cholesterol, and claims to reduce the 
level of cholesterol already in the 
body, a claim [ cannot prove or 
disprove, but which the manufac- 
turers attempt to explain in their 
printed literature. Health food 
shops also carry grape-seed oil in 
capsule form, as an alleged remedy 
for the high cholesterol levels which 
clog arteries. 

The grape-seed oil can be used for 
any purpose for which one uses or- 
dinary oil -- in salads, cooking, 
frying. baking. [ have tried it for 
everything except baking, and find it 
highly satisfactory, with no side- 
laste, in fact, with no taste whatso- 
ever. Some might consider this a 
disadvantage when compared with 
the rich Navour of unrefined olive 
oil, for instance, which enhances 
certain dishes. The Italian manufac- 
turers of the grape-seed oil under 
the Vizel label note that its dictetic 
qualities are best preserved when it 
is used raw. 

The biggest drawback to grape- 
seed oil is its price -- about NTS 6 per 
‘litre, which is nearly four times the 
price of ordinary price-controlled

FOR FRIENDS whose Rosh ΠΠῚ- 
shun activity is more likely to ini- 
clude camping than praying, a suitu- 
ble gift would be the new “Sedanir” 
culd-storage carrying-hag far two 
litres of carbonated beverage, mur- 
keted by the Sodastream importers. 
You don’t have to have a Sodus- 
tream soda-making machine [0 en- 
joy the travelling Sedunit. lis two 
litre-sized plastic bottles with her- 
miectically-sealing caps, to keep the 
bubbles in, can be used for any car- 
bonated drink, home-inade or com- 
mercial, or a non-bubbly beverage if 
you prefer, It comes with « water- 
filled cooling element, which you 
freeze in the freezer and insert 
between the two baitles in the plas- 
tic kit. 

The Sodanit costs NIS 35 at de- 
partment stores and it really works. 
We took one recently on a weekend 
at a hotel so the children could have 
cold drinks in their room without 
relying on room service. The drinks 
stayed cold for neazly 24 hours, and 
the bubbles remained even longer. 


[Ε YOU NEED a gift for an Eng- 
lish-speaking child, let me point out 
that the lower level of Sifriat Hapoa- 
lim, 73 Allenby Rd., in Tel Aviv, 
probably has the largest selection of 
English-language children's books 
east of Suez. Apart from textbooks 
for schools, there is an incredible 
range of reading and pictorial mat- 
ter from infancy (cloth and plastic 
books, some suitable for the bath) 
through adolescence and the teens. 

It is hard to choose among the 
musical pop-up books (around NIS 
20), the English literary classics in 
fake-leather bindings’ (about NIS 
11) , soft-cover Judy Blume novels 
for teenagers, which deal frankly 
with subjects from divoree to men- 
struation, and the many titles fami- 
liar to anyone who had an English- 
language childhood. Yes, it is 
possible to raise bilingual children in 
israel, 

Most of this department is the 
dedicated work for over 15 years of 
Pnina Aufrichtig, who chouses most 
of the books from British pub- 
lishers, but some from the U.S. 
Prices, she says, compare layoura- 
bly with those abroad, particularly if 
the comparison is with the U.S. 
market. Softcovers are from ΝΙΝ 4 
to NIS 9 on the average, white hard- 
covers range from NIS [0 to NIS 28.

THE COUNTERLIFE by Philip 
Roth. New York, Farrar Straus

THIS IS A HIGHLY entertaining, 
stylish work. Thal much, when he's 
on, we have come to expect from 
Philip Roth. It is, moreover, ἃ ma- 
ture, complex work that unlike The 
Great American Novel (1973), pre- 
viously Roth's most ambitious stab 
for “a novel of importance," springs 
from a writer in control not only of 
his voice but also of his reach. What 
Roth has had to overcome is an old 
tendency towards self-defeatin, 
trickiness (e.g. The Breast), as well 
as ἃ tiresome inclination to explain 
his intentions and justify his proce- 
dure, « heavy burden on some ear- 
lier work (such as The Professor of 
Desire). Well, The Counterlife is 
tricky and it does argue its own brief, 
but for the first time one can see that 
the writer, one of our most con- 
sciously literary ones, will indeed 
make it into the Pantheon of 20th- 
century American Lit, 

As we might expect, The Counter- 
life cuminates on Roth's obsessive 
polarities: Jewishness or fantasy and 
writing; family or sex and freedom. 
Life poses itself in terms of “ors,” 
but through Nathan Zuckerman, 
Roth affirms its “ands.” He will 
telinquish none of it. The very stuff 
of experience lies in the dialectic 
between the opposites. This new 
Roth book is, in effect, a dazzling, 
Often very funny affirmation of all 
the opposing and transformative 
aspects of the self. 


Aginative process. The novel itself is 
an elaborate artifice, eleguntly “tig- 
ged” (like the quiz show in Zucker- 
man Unbound. Each of the alterna- 
live sections of the five-part struc- 
lure pirouettes with apparent self- 
sufficiency, However, “Basel” so 
cancels “Judea” and “Glouces- 
tershire,” is so undone by “Christ- 
endom" that The Counterlife draws 
continual structural attention to it- 
selfas contrivance, asa ρα] mpsest of 
competing, multiple possibilities.

Pauli Ben-Gurion thought 
ithad gooe on long enough, but her 
husband had other ideas. “Now 
Mama,” he said, “how often du I get 
achanee lo tlk with such a nice, 
interesting man as Mr, Murrow?" 

“Nice” and “interesting” sum up 
Murrow neatly, if in an understated 
way. Murrow was the most cele- 
brated broadeaster of his day and a 
formidable crusader, who not mere- 
ly commented on world affuirs but 


- influenced them decisively for the 


better. ᾿ 

He was born Egbert Murrow in 
1908 to a poor but distinguished 
family in North Carolina: his pater- 
nal grandfather had sat as a Republi- 
can senator in the lucal state legisla- 
ture. Along with many southern 
families faced with economic stagna- 
tion, they pushed on westwards to 
the state uf Washington, to mike 
their fortune. While Murrow’s pa- 
rents never beeume rich, they were 
able 10 establish themselves in their 
new home, hut it wis a struggle. 

His values were formed in the 
home. In a key pussuge, Sperber 
writes thus of the spirit instilled inte 
Murrow: “Underlying formal piety, 
however, was the strong social cun- 
science brought from southern 


Guildford - the uncompromising 


sense of right and wrong; of the right 
fo disagree, basic to both Quaker 
doctrine and American liberalism, 
and of individual responsibility: the 
fecling of a direct connection he- 
tween one’s actions and what liap- 
pened in the world." 

There were sessions of reading 
aloud from the Bible, which kindled 
Murrow's love of lunguiuge and the 
power of the spoken word. And his 
mother was not one to spare the rod 
and spoil the child, believing as she 
did in “an awareness of sin and the 
need for atonement."

wrong people in charge, the wrong 
results would oocur, Cause and 
effect again. 

What Murrow wrought then is 
part of history now, and is well retold 
here. He was a “living link” betwen 
the old world and the new, and gave 
America the full picture of the suf- 
ferings of the ordinary citizen under 
the threat of invasion and the nightly 
horrors of the Blitz. He paved the 
way for the American support of 
Britain; Churchill, knowing well the 
importance of U.S. public opinion 
gave him ready access.

‘The post-war world saw television 
capture radie's glamour and import- 
ance. Murrow led the way See it New 
demonstriled the new medium's 
power us an agency af change and 
reform. The best-remembered prog- 
ramme devastated Joe McCarthy 
and, together with Eisenhower's. 
cannily-med denunciation of the 
senator from Wisconsin, broke his 
Political and popular appeal. It was 
typical of Marraw that he hil severe 
isgivings about the programme be- 
and afterwards, wondering 
whether to use television for an 
all-out personal attack on the indi- 
vidual was an abuse on the medium. 

Murraw remained ut the top for 
only a few years more. The FBI 
dredged up dirt about him from his 
work ut the Institute of International 
Education during the Thirties, 
spreading the word that he was ἃ 
fellow-traveller, if not an active Red. 
CBS in-fighting impaired his free- 
dom of action. His disgust with the 
direction in which American televi- 
sion was moving, publicly voiced, 
was used tu ciect him from his post. 

He made a brief comeback as 
Director of the United States In- 
formution Agency, motivated by 
patriotism and keen to shoulder the 
tesponsibilities of power, but he 
found himself hemmed in by the 
bureaucracy and his declining 
health. Years of chain-smoking were 
talking their inevitable toll. He died 
young, a mere 57, his lifework cut 
short.

vious biographies (Marlene Dietrich 
and Oscar Wilde), Frewin by this 
time should at least be aware of the 
obligation to get the facts right. Yet 
within the first few dozen pages of 
this book he gets so many wrong that 
everything that follows must. be 
taken with a grain of alcohol. 


HE INFORMS US, for example, 
that Parker's famed luncheon spot, 
the Algonquin Hotel, was built in 
1902, and that among the literary 


luminaries who preceded her there 
were William Makepeace Thackeray 
and Edgar Allan Poe. A pretty good 
trick, considering that Thackeray 
died in 1863 and Poe in 1849. 
Perhaps Frewin means they were 
conjured up at seances held at the 
round table? 

And then there's the weary busi- 
ness of who said what. When Alex- 
ander Wollcott sighed, ‘'What is so 
rare as a Wollcott first edition?” , the 
famed riposte was; “A Wollcott 
second edition." This is generally 
attributed to Franklin Ρ, Adams. 
Frewin, however, credits Parker. If 
he is right, he should give a source, if 
he has done his homework, he 
should at the very least be aware of 
other claims to the line and acknow- 
ledge them. . - 


But the worst of it is that even 
when Frewin has his attribution cor- 
rect, he often blows it. Whether or 
not it’s because he's English, the 
man simply can't tell a joke. For 
example, he quotes the famous re- 
mark Parker reportedly made when 
she was told thal a certain woman 
acquaintance had broken her leg: 
“She probably did it sliding down a 
barrister." Yet by leaving out the 
crucial fact that the woman had just 
returned from England, Frewin 
leaves the joke cryptic in the ex- 
treme. 

Elsewhere, Frewin reports: “In 
response to columnist Leonard 
Lyon’s inquiry about her farm, she 
asked, ‘Want it?' “ Funny? No, 
especially not when Frewin ignores 
the pertinent information that Lyons 
had asked Parker to describe her 
farm in two words. 


A third example: Frewin writes 


that, prodded by an impromptu re- 
quest from Somerset Maugham fora 
bit of verse, Parker penned: “Hig- 
gledy piggledy, my white henJ she 
lays eggs for gentlemen.” Like it? A 
thigh-slapper? Why should it be, 
when Frewin leaves out the last two 
lines: “Your cannot persuade her 
with gun or lariav To come across for 
the proletariat.” 


THAT the entire Maugham story is 
probably apocryphal is besides the 
point: in for a penny, in fora pound 
and anyway, who cures? 

Readers who care about Dorothy 
Parker, however, would do well to 
avoid this collection of sloppy note- 
cards masquerading as 4 biography.

At that time the young Meir

financial transactions. They are un- 
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doubtedly in the vanguard of Israeli 
society in many respects, but instead 
of being a centre from which their 
ideals would spread to exercise a 
pervasive influence over the nation's 
social and economic life, they have 
become, at best, an admired but 
not imitated elite and, at worst, a 
focus of envy and even resentment 


JACOB NEUSNER claims for fifth- 
century midrash a method familiar 
to readers of modernist poetry ~ the 
use of ἢ given and often distant text 
as a lens through which ἃ writer 
might bring his or her own world into 
focus. Unlike the editors of Genesis 
Rabba - whose anthology of rabbinic 
Sessions provides ἢ verse-by-verse 
exegesis of its biblical fext, the fram- 
ersof Leviticus Rabba (circa 400-425 
CE) operate independently, using 
the medium of midrash to read them- 
selves as much as to explain the Book 
of Leviticus. 

Developing the icad of the late 
Professor Joseph Heinneman, Neus- 
ner locates this editorial freedom in 
three principal types of construction 
in the text. In the “ubiquitous, and 
single most important type of con- 
Struction” a “base” verse of Leviti- 
cus is stated, an intersecting" verse 
of Scripture is plnced beneath it, and 
cominentary ensues. The rela- 
tionship between the two verses and 
the commentary takes on a variety of 
patterns, about which Neusner is 
specific, 

What strikes the lay reader, and 
what accounts for the power and 
beauty of the midrash, isthe manner 
in which the editors develop the 
tension and draw out the latent rela- 
tion between the two often incon- 
gruent Scriptural verses. This they 
do in units of up to severnl Pnges, 

men from a wide range of sources 
including Scripture, parable, snd 
texts from the rabbinic canon) and 
bringing a variety of approaches to 
bear on ἢ given intersecting verse. 
The rabbinical exegesis on each 
verse of Leviticus runs from five to 
27 pages in this English translation. 
The framers’ method involves a 
re-reading of Scripture sufficiently 
thorough; and integral to what 
evalved into “normative” Judaism

exile. There were once ἃ million 
Jews in Alexandria and halfa million 
in Warsaw. Today there are but a 
handful of survivors in both cities, 
Poland has more than 400 Jewish 
cemeteries, abandoned no man's 
lands. 

This book examines and photo- 
graphs a number of Jews who con- 
tinue to live in Poland today. Gener- 
ally old and broken in body and soul, 
most of them are Holocaust survi- 
vors. But there are also others, 
young and sturdy, who have some- 
how managed to reject Communist 
ideology and returned to Judaism. 
They thrive on the ashes of the 
Polish-Jewish millennium-old herit- 
age and try to keep the lamp of their 
national feelings alight. 

Poland without Jews still found, 
anti-Semitism useful whenever it 
needed an excuse for its own policy 
blunders and disasters. Today anti- 
Semilism hus been relegated to a 
back burner since the country needs 
dollars and American Jewish sup- 
porters. Yet the Polish Jew finds it 
difficult to forget the past, however 
painful the memories, Remnants is 
an important ‘bridge to Polish 
Jewish understanding. 

Malgorzata Niezabitowska was 
boro in Warsaw and studied journal- 
ism and law there. A reporter forthe 
Prestigious Polish periodical Cid- 
tura, she resigned because of cen- 
sorship and joined Solidarity. Her 
husband Tomasz Tomaszewski 5 
one of Poland's leading photo 
graphers, and the couple were bot 
regular contributors to Solidarity 
Weekly until it was shut down. 
According to last September's issue 
of National Geographic, in which 
parts of Reninants appeared, they 
are‘at present on the Nieman Fel- 
lowship for journalists at Harvard. ἢ 

Remnants is a very specia 
achievement, in which both author 
and photographer came not only to 
Tespect, but to love each of their 
pathetic heroes. (It is interesting ta 
note that these two gentiles manage 
to portray their subjects better wed 
we ever have ourselves.)

Paperback roundup

Earth. The present volume still man- 
agés to be a good read in its own right 
and can be read to advantage even if 
you haven't worked through its pre- 
decessors.

ed human organs and agonized 
distortions of animal fer that wailed 
450 years to be emulated in Picasso's 
“Guernica,” now coincidentally also 
at the Prado, 


CONSIDER, JOIANN Sebastian 
Bach. This musician, neglected for one 
hundred yeurs after his death, said all 
there was to be siti across the entire 
gamul of human emotions, His 
expressions of grief, jubilation, passion 
and quietness are merely ormumented 
by later composers. 

Since Bach, nothing new has been 
said in music.We hive pinnofortes, 
saxophones and electronic syuthe- 
sizers, but there has not been a lovelier 
song than “Sheep may safely gre,” or 
anything more expressive of ethereal 
Adulution than the Sanctus from the B 
Minor Mass.

Ailey American Dance Theatre 
“keeps alt our juices flowing.” It 
certainly kept jolting the emotions 
infu excitement at the Sultan's Pool 
in Jerusalem on Monday night. 
There is nu company quite like this 
une ~ the women excellent, the men 
fantastic, Do women dancers else- 
where move with such ene?

Whether in Ailey’s own 
choreugraphy or thal of others, they 
showed anenergy suspeeticutir that 
opty the supreme polish of their 
dancing kept steam from Ting on 


Robinson, sa kind of voodoo prie: 
sss, mite the most of tie ang 
bons, the stretching invavativas, 
af une point looking like a Henry 
Moore seulpture. But the ehorengra- 
phy was a hetehpoteh ol primitive 
suggestions. Slightly African, and 
more Gina lithe Lan 
dulged in frenzy accompanied by 
Haumbeats ant shrieking sounds (by

Had the programme held at that 
level, if would bave been Holeworthy 
but predictable.

WHAT MUST must be the heaviest 
art work ever mounted in this 
country was-installed in the Israel 
Museum's art garden last week. En- 
titled "Negev", it consists of seven 
huge circular stones, each weighing 
ten tons and quarried commercially 
at Mizpe Ramon. The massive 
stones stand on their sides in a row 
along the lowest western ridge of the 
Billy Rose Garden. 

“Negev™ is the brainchild of visit- 
ing Polish sculptress and conceptual 
urtist Magdalena Abakanowicz, 57, 
an internationally known figure who 
has had over 50 shows in America, 
Europe, Australia and Japan and 
who also teaches a1 the University of 
Poznan. 

The giant stones evoke the 
impression of enormous millstones 
und appear to be about to roll on 
down the hillside. Each, in fact, sits 
firmly on a reinforced concrete 
foundation sunk deep into the earth, 
Each stone is about 2.7 metres in

“NEW BEZALEL, 1935-1955," 
orgunizec and curated by Dr. Gi- 
dvon Ofrat, is bona fide nostalgia.

Because the exhibition is treated 
More as An art show than a didactic 
episode, tracking trends and chro- 
nology and idealogy, the personali- 
ties who are covéred in the catalogue 
(teachers, visiting artists and 
architects, writers and of course the 
directors) cannot be understood ona 
functional level. The visual material 
does not travel the same difficult 
path so adequately described in the 
written episodes, 

Although it is a pleasant surprise 
tu see early student works by some of 
today's establishment artists, it 
would have been enlightening to 
display, or at least mention, what 
was going on in other spheres of 
creativity here and abrond at the 
time, when Tel Aviv was the hub of 
lyrical, New Horizons abstraction.
